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Scattered showers. over (he dis¬ 
trict on Friday, Saturday and Sun¬ 
day held up harvesting operations 
to some extent, but ideal fall wea¬ 
ther has prevailed since and anoth¬ 
er week or ten -days of good wea¬ 
ther would see harvesting operat¬ 
ions in this district pretty well 
Completed. 

Crops in the Vulcan district 
have generally turned out better 
than anticipated, with yields of 30 
and 33 bushels to the acre being 
not uncommon. An average of a_ 
good 20 bushels per acre over the 
district is looked for. 

Duck damage, a real menace in 
past years, has been comparatively 
light so far although reports of 
damage to fields near Lake Mc¬ 
Gregor have been received. The 
early harvest season this year has 
helped greatly, as th4 ducks have 
not yet come down from the north 
in any great numbers. The' dry 
spring and summer has also had 
the effect- of reducing the duck 
hatch. •* - 

With both harvest labor and 
new harvesting machinery in bet¬ 
ter supply this yeapj the crop is 
being taken off rapidly. 


Edith Cavell 
Memorial Service 
At Jasper Park 


Just a few miles south of the 
townsite of Jasper stands one of 
the most magnificent mountains In 
the Canadian Rockies. Mount Ed¬ 
ith Cavel, with its spectacular An¬ 
gel Glacier. Towering to a snow- 
crusted height of 11,033 feet above 
the broad green expanse of the 
Athabasca Valley, Mount Edith 
Cavell has become something more 
than a lofty peak to the people of 
Jasper. It symbolizes the courage 
and devotion of the gallant nurse 
to whose memory’ the mountain 
was dedicated by the Canadian 
Government in 1018. Since that 
date the vicar of the little church 
of St. Mary and St. George has 
held an annual memorial service, 
sometimes on the Alpland slopes 
of the mountain itself and sacrif- 
fice symbolized by the mountain 
has been the theme of the .observ¬ 
ance. 

This year the momorial service 
was held in tho little white church. 
It was conducted by Reverend T. 
C. Boon, vicar for the past six 
years. Briefly, he told how Edith 
Cavell, matron of the surgical in¬ 
stitute in Brussels during the first 
world w’ur tended sick and wound¬ 
ed soldiers; of ,the accusation by 
' the Germans that she had enabled 
British prisoners to escape and of 
the trial by German military auth 
orities, followed by her execution 
before a firing squad. 

The annual memorial service 
has become an institution in the 
little town of Jasper.

Page Pour 
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$7,400,000 Intake 
From Motor Vehicles 


Motor vehicle owners and oper¬ 
ators poured nearly *7,400,000 in 
the provincial treasury during Ap¬ 
ril. May and June, the first three 
months of the 1949-50 fiscal year, 
it is pointed out by officials of the 
Alberta Motor Association. 

Of this huge sum, *4,985.265 
came from licenses for motor ve¬ 
hicles, an increase of *826 770 ov¬ 
er the shnila: period of 1948. 

The Fuel Oil Tax Act (gasoline 
tax) also was a heavy yielding 
source providing the treasury with 
$2,369,615,' or an increase of *829, 
877 over the same period of last 
year. 

One point of satisfaction in this 
regard is that part of this gas rev¬ 
enue, on the basis of two cents a 
gallon, is car-marked for hard sur¬ 
facing of main highways. 

_ The interim financial report for 

the quarter issued by the- provin¬ 
cial auditor shows in regard to 
capital payments that *2,560,650 
was spent on roads and bridges. 

On Income account, there was an 
increased expenditure of *105,738 
for bridges maintenance. 

The next quarterly statement, 
issued at the end of September, 
should give a much more complete 
picture of the government’s out¬ 
lays on highway work this sum¬ 
mer. 

SECURITY VALUED 

(From l^icombe Globe) 

As of August 1. it is proposed to 
extend the mandatory power of the 
Wheat Board to include the pric¬ 
ing of both oats and barley. It will 
in effect, be no longer a wheat 
board but rather a grain board. 

Very little need be said about 
this sweeping step, outside of 
pointing to the obvious trend to¬ 
ward security which has develop¬ 
ed since the middle 30's. At that 
time, all grains were sold on the 
exchange through open markets. 
Prices flutuated. It was gambling 
in its rawest form and the farmer 
never knew from one day to the 
next what price he might expect 
from a bushel of wheat 
Then, with the added compulsion 
of war, the government stepped in 
and directed the channels of trade. 
Foodstuffs were rationed, ship¬ 
ments were made to Britain on a 
direct government exchange level. 
This bartering of government ag¬ 
encies in international trade has 
extended right into the post-war 
era, and it looks, as far as grain 
is concerned, that it will continue 
The farmers want it that way. 
In the wheat agreements with 
Britain during the past three years 
for example, they sold wheat und¬ 
er the market price and lost mon¬ 
ey. But the market was secure. 
And this year, with the drop in 
world wheat prices, Canadian 


2, 4-D Spray 
On Shelterbelts 


Unfortunately a majority of 
tree species suitable for shelter- 
belt planting In the prairie re¬ 
gion of Canada are readily injured 
by 2, 4-D sprays, says John Walk¬ 
er, Superintendent, Dominion For¬ 
est Nunfery Station, Indian Head, 
Sask. 

Resistance to 2, 4-D spray injury 
has been manifested by Common 
Caragana and evergreen species 
like White spruce, and Scots pine. 
Injury to other species like Pop¬ 
lars, Acute-leaf Willow, Laurel 
Willow, Green Ash, Boxelder and 
American Llm has ranged from 
severe stem wilting and foliage 
drying and browning to complete 
killing of branches. The effect of 
2, 4-D spray usually shows up 
within a week or two if the spray 
is applied during the growing sea¬ 
son. If growth develops from 
treated branches in the succeeding 
season, leaves may be small and 
distorted in shape, a condition 
spoken of as 'epinasty’. 

It is evident that 2, 4-D sprays 
cannot be safely used for the con¬ 
trol of weeds in farm shelterbelts, 
and that other methods must be 
used in order to minimize the ef¬ 
fect and extent of weed growth, 
including grass among trees. 

The recommendation of the For¬ 
est Nursery Station is to keep the 
margins cultivated and free from 
weeds as close to the trees as pos¬ 
sible without injury or breaking 
lower branches. The lower bran¬ 
ches'should be allowed to develop 
and extend outward in a natural 
way so that the ground below the 
trees will be shaded. With this 
arrangement ana with cultivated 
margins providing suitable moist¬ 
ure and food conditions for the 
trees, the encroachment of grass 
among windbreak trees should not 
seriously affect the survival and 
development of the trees. 

The maintenance, nowever, of 
cultivated margins alongside tree 
belts cannot be too strongly rec¬ 
ommended or emphasized too 
much.

MAKE HAY IN SEASON 

(Experimental Farms News) 

Quite often much of the fresh 
value of hay is lost because of late 
cutting. Much of this late cutting 
may be a carry-over from the days 
when native prairie grass was cut 
for hay, and haying operations 
were delayed until the seeds of 
spear grass fell to the ground. An¬ 
other reason for late cutting is 
that often too much emphasis is 
placed on bulk yield and not en¬ 
ough on quality. A slightly smaller 
quantity of good quality, high pro¬ 
tein hay costs less to put up and 
gives more satisfactory feeding re¬ 
turns than a larger quantity of 
poor quality hay. A little care 
and'extra effort to produce good 
quantity hay will pay dividends; 
This just means paying a little 
more attention to the time and 
stage of cutting and the method 
of putting'ii up, says A. G. Kuseh, 
Dominion Experlmenal Station, 
Scott, Sask. 

A good supply of protein is nec¬ 
essary in successful livestock feed¬ 
ing. A,good quality hay is an ex¬ 
cellent source, but a substantial 
proportion of the protein in hay 
can be easily lost if not cut at 
the proper time and if not handled 
in such a way as to save as much 
leaf as possible. 

Early cutting ensures maximum 
protein. Our common cultivated 
grasses average about fourteen per 
cent protein during the active 
growing stage. This figure drops to 
eleven per cent at the flowering 
stage and to as low as seven per 
cent at the seed stage with little 
or no increase in total hay yield. 
This is a loss of protein which is 
poor economy and which can be 
avoided by beginning haying oper¬ 
ations at the proper time. - 

A practical guide for the proper 
time to begin haying operations, 
in order to obtain the maximum 
quality in relation to total hay 
yield, is when grasses are begin¬ 
ning to head and alfalfa and sweet 
clover are beginning to flower. 
Remember that haying at the pro¬ 
per time will pay big dividends in 
feeding.

Some Security 
For Semi-arid 
Farm Areas 

(By 1L G. L. Strange) 

A constant worry with farmers 
in the semi-arid areas of the prair¬ 
ies is, in some years, the lack even 
of sufficient grain for seed and 
feed. The other day I attended a 
demonstration at *Balcarres of a 
remarkable system of artificial 
sprinkler irrigation which utilizes 
the water from an average farm 
dug-out and which sprinkles suf¬ 
ficient water to make up for lack 
of rainfall to ensure a fine crop 
on from five to fifteen acres, thus 
giving an assurance of an abund¬ 
ant yield of seed and feed at least 
on that amount of land, giving al¬ 
so the assurance of a splendid veg¬ 
etable crop: and all regardless of 
rainfall. 

If the farmer has a larger dug- 
out or more water available, then 


more areas can be irrigated. 

The unspringled check-plot at 
Balcarres was estimated to give 
from eight to ten bushels of wheat 
to the acre, the sprinkled plot im¬ 
mediately along-side was estimated 
to give from twenty-five to thirty. 

The P.F.R.A. at Regina, which 
highly recommends this system, 
can give full particulars about it 
We shall, I believe, soon hear a 
great deal more about this most 


useful scheme for It is one assured 
method by which farmers in the 
semi-arid area can provide for 
themselves each year, regardless 
of rainfall, at least some security 
namely, a certain quantity of seed, 
feed and vegetables. 

Compound interest and advert¬ 
ising are very similar; the longer 
they are continued, the better the 
results.

However, the damage was 
much more severe during the past 
year and the differential between 
varieties was greater. Survival 
percentages were as follows: Yogo, 

75.6, Kharkov M. C. 22, 66.9 and 
Jones Fife, 51.2.

The city of Zurich, Switzerland 
gets a net return from its munici¬ 
pal forest of about $12 000 a year, 
and it is yielding today more wood 
than when it was first started, ac¬ 
cording to Ellwood Wilson, Dean 
of Canadian foresters, and a Di¬ 
rector of the Canadian Forestry 
Association. 

"This Swiss forest has been op¬ 
erating for many centuries,” Mr. 
Wilson said, "and It is in better 
condition today than it was orig¬ 
inally. A number of towns in Ger¬ 
many meet all or part of their 
municipal . expenses by income 
from their communal forests, and 
it is possibly and feasible for Can¬ 
adian towns and rural municipal¬ 
ities to lighten the tax burden in 
the same way.” 

Ontario was wise enough to 
start some municipal forests long 
ago, Mr. Wilson said, and now 
they are making their first thin¬ 
nings and selling them to pulp ami 
paper companies They are just 
beginning to profit by their in¬ 
vestment. These foresfs were plan¬ 
ted on land which was producing 
nothing and was only a liability to 
Its owners. 

Three or four municipal forests 
have been started in Quebec. The 
town of Sutton bought a tract of 
land to protect its source of water 
supply and they are planting 20, 
000 trees to improve it. 

Most of the provincial govern¬ 
ments will supply trees for noth¬ 
ing, although the demand Is great 
and the supply limited. 4-H Clubs. 
Boy Scouts and Girl Guides can 
plant trees and in many cases lo¬ 
cal people might be willing to do¬ 
nate the land. 

If a timber tract is available at 
a reasonable price it would, with 
good management, commence to 
yield a small revenue at once and 
this would gradually increase. If 
one had to start with bare ground 
there would be no revenue (un¬ 
less there was a market for Chri¬ 
stmas trees) for thirty years but 
from then on the returns would 
be continuous. It would not only 
bring in money but is would be 
a good playground for the child¬ 
ren and a place for picnics and re¬ 
creation. It could be set aside as 
a bird sanctuary.
